Navy Bans Jim Crow At 43 Dixie Bases 

The Navy moved to abolish Jim Crow practices at 
43 Dixie shore stations in a new policy outlined by 
Navy Secretary Robert B. Anderson. Spurred by 
President Eisenhower, the Navy Secretary issued an 
order reversing the traditional policy of bowing to 
Dixie segregation and demanded that base command- 
ers end Jim Crow rest rooms, restaurants and drink- 
ing fountains. As a check on developments, the com- 
manders were ordered to submit “progress reports” 
to the Pentagon every 60 days. 

The new order caught southern base commanders 
flat-footed since the Navy several weeks ago an- 
nounced that any program to end Jim Crow would 
be “gradual.” Protest of Negro groups, however, 
brought White House intervention. Hardest hit of 
the naval installations are the sprawling 13,000- 
worker navy base at Norfolk, Va., and the 8,000- 
worker naval shipyard at Charleston, S. C., where 
one-third of the civilian personnel is Negro. 
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Announcement of the first anti-Jim Crow order was 
relayed by telephone to southern commanders. Later, a 
written directive was issued. Rear Adm. H. H. McLean, 
boss of the Charleston, S. C., base, said he was confident 
“that greater progress can be made without definite im- 
pediment to productive effort.” 


Ike Tells ‘Littlhe FEPC’ He Wants Action 

President Eisenhower told his newly-formed Government 
Contract Committee that he wanted it to be an “action 
group” in its elimination of job discrimination in govern- 
ment contract work rather than a mere “recommenda- 
tion-making body.” Speaking at New York swearing-in 
ceremonies of six of the eight public members which in- 
cluded Chicago attorney J. Ernest Wilkins, the President 
pointed out that he wanted the group to “be alive and 
alert” and not just a group that will operate “in a pigeon- 
hole.” Meanwhile, in another development:

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Archie Alexander May Become Virgin Isle Governor 

Archie Alexander, Des Moines, Iowa, 
contractor who recently dined at the 
White House as guest of President 
Eisenhower, may become the next gov- 
ernor of the Virgin Islands, JET has 
learned. Alexander is one of three 
Negroes being considered for the post 
which was first filled by a Negro in 
1946 when Federal Judge William H. 
Hastie was appointed by President 
Truman. Others being mentioned for 
the post are Robert Lee Brokenburr 
and Rufus Kuykendall, both active Archie Alexander 
Indiana Republicans. 


Calif. Lawyer Sues Denver Hotel For $50,500 

A prominent Los Angeles lawyer filed a $50,500 damage 
suit against the Park Lane Hotel in Denver, Colo., charg- 
ing that he was refused accommodations because of his 
race. Atty. Vince Monroe Townsend, Jr., accused the hotel 
of canceling the four-month-old reservation he had made 
for Aug. 15-22, when he would attend the Shrine conven- 
tion. 


Brownell Says U. S. To Enforce Civil Rights Laws 

Attorney General Herbert Brownell, Jr., promised that 
the Department of Justice would enforce civil rights laws 
even if they conflicted with state laws. “We will not lessen 
Federal enforcement in any way when it comes to civil 
rights,” Brownell told 3,000 delegates to the national con- 
vention of the Ancient Egyptian Arabic Order, Nobles of 
the Mystic Shrine, in Denver. 








U. S. Negroes Earn Half As Much As Whites 

U. S. Negro workers in 1950—with an average an- 
nual wage of $1,295—earned slightly more than half 
of what white workers made, the Labor Department 
reported. Negro families were paid an average of 
$1,869 compared to $3,445 for whites. 











Century-Old Chicago Store Hires First Negro 

Chicago’s oldest department store, 10l-year-old Mar- 
shall Field & Co., hired its first Negro white collar worker, 
employing Mrs. Audrey Harper as a clerk-typist in the Mail 
Order Division. The step was the result of efforts by Miss 
Sarale Owens, Job Opportunities Program director for the 
American Friends Service Committee. 


KKK Burns Cross On 93-Year-Old Man’s N. C. Farm 

A crude cross was set afire in the front yard of 93-year- 
old farmer Dave Wright in Cumberland County, N. C., and 
placed nearby was a K.K.K.-signed letter which warned 
Wright of “cruelty to his mule.” Sheriff L. L. Guy, dis- 
closing that the animal showed no effects of cruelty, be- 
gan an extensive search for the nightriders. -

Workman Trapped Under 10 Tons Of Clay, Lives 

An Alexandria, La., workman, who fell into a 40-foot 
blending kiln and was buried alive in 10 tons of powdered 
clay, was freed after a three-hour rescue attempt. City 
police, firemen, and fellow workmen teamed up to save 
William Easley, who had fallen into the kiln while at 
work. While workers took turns scooping handfuls of clay 
from around Easley’s nose and body, police broke open 
the walls of the kiln, permitting the clay to drain out. 
Easley, who hobbled free with only a sprained ankle, 
joyfully exclaimed, “I guess my prayers were answered.” 
Damage to the kiln ran into “thousands of dollars.”

Yesterday In Negro History 


August 29, 1917—Phillip A. Payton, wealthy New 
York realtor, died at his Allenhurst, N. J., home. He 
hastened Harlem’s development as a Negro com- 
munity when he persuaded two apartment house 
owners to rent to Negroes. Bert Williams and Harry 
T. Burleigh were the first Negro tenants. Payton’s 
estate amounted to over a million dollars. 


August 30, 1865—The Methodist Episcopal Church 
founded Wilberforce University as a school for Ne- 


groes. Later, the African 
Methodist Episcopal Church 
purchased the school. 


September 1, 1912—Samuel 
Coleridge-Taylor, distin- 
guished Negro composer, 
died in his London home at 
the age of 37. He was the 
composer of the famous 
cantata, Hiawatha.

British officials drew up peace terms for the Mau Mau 
cult after receiving notes from Dedan Kimathi, pro- 
claimed Mau Mau leader, and other anti-white cultists 
who said they would surrender if suitable terms were 
offered. The Government will offer Mau Maus safety 
from prosecution for offenses carrying the death penalty 
if they surrender voluntarily.

Revised Nigerian Constitution Nears Completion 

A revised Constitution for Nigeria neared completion 
after West Nigeria, led by Obafemi Awolowo, returned to 
the Constitutional convention in London and signed the 
report recommending amendments to the present char- 
ter. The western group had walked out in protest against 
the proposal to make Lagos, the Nigerian capital, a fed- 
eral district. The revised Constitution calls for a decen- 
tralized federation in which, like in the U. S., all powers 
not specifically granted to the Central Government are 
reserved to the regional administrations. Nigeria is di- 
vided into three regions—East, West and North. 


Resolution Assails Bermuda Hotel Bias 

A resolution protesting racial discrimination in Bermu- 
da was passed by the British Guiana State Council. The 
action stems from an incident last July when Bermuda 
hotel accomodations were denied to British Guiana State 
Council president Sir Frank McDavid and Lady McDavid, 
who stopped in Bermuda on their way to England, where 
Sir McDavid was knighted by Queen Elizabeth.

The*sboy, whose name was with- 
held by police, brought the charge against Frazier, claim- 
ing that he had “become pregnant” after being induced 
by the choir director into an act of sodomy last July 12th 
through gifts of money and clothes. Frazier has denied 
the charge. 


La. Youth, 20, Slays 70-Year-Old Rival 

A 20-year-old youth, Warren J. Guidry, was arrested 
after he beat and stabbed to death 70-year-old Courtney 
Anderson because the aged man had “been going out with 
his sweetheart,” police reported at Vermillion Parish, La.

Rev. R. E. Hunt, who is the only Negro minister (there 
are 15 in the prison) authorized to preach to the con- 
victs, persuaded prison officials to permit the baptism. 
As the hour drew near, hundreds of prisoners streamed 
down to the lake, lustily sang, Take Me To The Water. 
After prayer and a scripture reading, assistants brought 
the first candidate—a woman dressed in a white robe— 
to Hunt who took a position inside a square formed by 
four bean poles.

croppers, farm laborers and 
veterans to help them buy 
family-type farms or to im- 
prove and enlarge their hold- 
ings.

A.F.L. Teachers Ban Jim Crow Unions 

The American Federation of Teachers, A.F.L., voted to 
ban racial segregation in its 400 locals throughout the 
country at its national convention in Peoria, Ill. By a 219 
to 80 vote, delegates amended the union constitution, stip- 
ulating that locals who fail to change their constitutions 
accordingly face the loss of charters. The only vocal op- 
position came from Emory S. Lunsford, Atlanta, Ga., who 
argued that the action was too sudden. Dr. George S. 
Counts, Columbia University professor, said he hoped the 
Supreme Court would “consign to the waste basket of 
history the practice of segregation.” 


Board Clears President Of Texas Southern U. 

The board of directors of Texas Southern University 
cleared President R. O’Hara Lanier of charges brought by 
a Negro American Legion post in Houston that he and 
his staff were guilty of teaching subversive subjects. Al- 
though the board failed to give Lanier a vote of confidence, 
they defeated, by a 5 to 2 vote, a motion to dismiss him. 
Meanwhile, Lanier’s friends announced that they will ask 
the state legislature to investigate the board in an at- 
terapt to end the controversy. 


Dillard Professor Mysteriously Beaten 

New Orleans police investigated the brutal beating of 
Henry Brooks, 36-year-old nationally known Dillard Uni- 
versity music professor, who was found in a semi-con- 
scious condition on the stairway of his home. Police said 
that he suffered multiple fractures of the nose, a deep 
cut over the right eye and other injuries. He was unable 
to give an accounting of the beating to police, who later 
reported that the beating occurred in Brooks’ bedroom. 
Florida A. And M. College To Become University 

Florida A. and M. College will become a university on 
Sept. 1 as a result of a law passed by the state legislature 
and signed by Gov. Dan McCarty. The new status of the 
institution, founded 66 years ago as the Colored Normal 
School, followed increased courses and physical expansion. 








U. Of Va. Graduates First Negro Woman Ph.D. 


Mrs. Louise Stokes Hunter of Petersburg, Va., became 


the first Negro woman to receive a Doctor of Philosophy 
degree from the University of Virginia when she was 
awarded the degree during the school’s summer gradua- 
tion exercises. An honor graduate of Howard University, 
where she earned a master’s degree in mathematics, Mrs. 
Hunter is an associate professor of mathematics at Vir- 
ginia State College. 


Ga., S. C. Make Plans To Keep Jim Crow Schools 

In the event of a U.S. Supreme Court decision outlawing 
segregation in public schools, Georgia and South Carolina 
have worked out plans for the immediate transfer of 
such schools to private management. Gov. Herman Tal- 
madge of Georgia announced that it would take “only a 
few days” for such a transfer in his state, while in South 
Carolina the legislature needs only to ratify a referendum 
vote, an action which Gov. James F. Byrnes asked to be 
delayed until the court decision. Meanwhile, Jim Crow 
schools on the giant Fort Benning Army Base will be 
closed—effective this fall—as a result of President Eisen- 
hower’s order to abolish school segregation on military 
bases.

Dr. Sweeney said he will close his office 
in September, pointed out that he does 
not want his children to “feel the 
pangs of discrimination.” A former 
member of the NAACP board of direc- 
tors, Dr. Sweeney also stated that he Aa 
has been denied admission to city and Dr. Sweeney 
county dental societies because of his race. 


Accuse Md. Doctor Of Selling Dope To Patients 

A handsome, 3l-year-old Cambridge, Md., doctor was 
arrested by Federal agents who accused him of selling 
dope to white patients. Dr. St. Elmo Brady was charged 
with prescribing Dilaudid—a drug five times stronger 
than opium—for several patients. Federal agents said 
they trapped the doctor with marked bills, claimed that 
Dr. Brady had $40 of the marked bills among the $1,250 
in cash he had on him when arrested. 


Jail Ohio Woman For Selling Pills As Cancer Cure 
An Elyria, Ohio, woman was arrested and charged with 
selling cheap, drug store tablets as a cure for cancer. 
Mrs. Leda Wiley was accused of selling Mrs. Odell Smith 
25 small pills, identified as potassum permanganate, for 
$50. Police said they could have been bought for 10 cents. 


First Negro Nurse Graduates In Utah 

Miss LaVern Price became the first Negro nurse to be 
graduated from a nursing school in Utah when she was 
awarded her degree at the 52nd annual commencement 
exercises of the Holy Cross Hospital School of Nursing 
in Salt Lake City. The 22-year-old nurse, a native of Salt 
Lake City, was elected class president in her second year. 
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Alahama Negroes Ask U. S. To Bar Jim Crow Center 
A delegation of Birmingham, Ala., Negroes urged Hous- 
ing Administrator Albert Cole during a conference in 
Washington to bar use of Federal funds for a segregated 
city medical center slum clearance project. Spokesmen 
for the group charged that about 2,000 Negroes would be 
uprooted from the area without substitute living quarters 
and banned from the proposed housing and parks. They 
said that hospitals using the medical center would con- 
tinue to bar Negroes because one institution now forces 
them to use the freight elevators, riding with garbage. 


NAACP Urges V.A. To End Jim Crow In Hospitals 
The NAACP urged the Veterans Administration to drop 
race segregation at its hospitals throughout the country, 
charging that some institutions exclude “Negro veterans 
suffering from critical ailments because so-called Negro 
beds are not available.” The charge was made by Clarence 
Mitchell, director of the organization’s Washington bu- 
reau. The new V. A. administrator, H. V. Higley, in a 
letter to Mitchell, commented that “segregation to some 
degree is necessary for the well-being of the patients.” 


Prominent Detroit Medic Faces Abortion Charge 

Dr. Weah Sherrill, a prominent Detroit physician was 
charged with abortion after a 23-year-old woman told 
police she paid him $40 to perform an operation on her. 
Doctor Sherrill denied the charges, police said. Miss Mary 
Bledsoe said she became ill on August 1 and was rushed 
to Receiving Hospital where staff doctors discovered she 
was suffering from an incomplete abortion. 





Crushed Finger Causes Death Of Toledo Man 
A crushed finger caused the death of Sylvester 
Warren, 23, in Toledo, Ohio. After he had suffered 
the finger injury while at work, he was rushed to a 
hospital and given an anesthesia while the finger 
was treated. Warren became ill from the effects of 
the anesthesia, vomited, and died when his lungs 
became congested with fluid from his stomach. 
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Nurse’s Suicide Uncovers Hospital Bookie Ring 

After a Negro nurse committed suicide because of a 
large gambling debt, Illinois Welfare officials uncovered 
a bookie ring, operated by a mental patient, in the Chi- 
cago State Hospital. The suicide of Mrs. Fredonia Jones, 
47, touched off a probe that resulted in the firing of a 
staff physician and three employees—one of them another 
Negro nurse. The mental patient booked daily bets rang- 
ing from $80 to $125. He was aided by his 29-year-old 
sweetheart who visited him daily and phoned in bets from 
a nearby drug store. Mrs. Jones, authorities said, hung 
herself with a rope after writing her husband: “By the 
time you read this letter, someone will be inquiring as to 
what to do with my body.” 


Find ‘Hot’ Goods Worth $100,000 In Harlem Store 

A dapper, Harlem man-about-town was jailed on grand 
larceny and policy charges when police raided his cloth- 
ing store and seized $100,000 worth of clothing which 
had been stolen from the downtown New York garment 
district during the past six months. Carl Montgomery, 
38, owner of Carl’s Men’s Store, was arrested after police 
nabbed seven garment district workers who they said sold 
the goods to Montgomery at a fraction of its value. 





Jail Man Who ‘Thought’ Bank Was Girl’s Home 


A 32-year-old Chicago man who told police that he 
thought Memphis’ First National Bank was the 
home of a girl friend was jailed and charged with 
shooting a cleaning maid who found him hiding in 
the basement of the bank. Earl Harrison said he 
wandered into the bank believing it was the home 
of a girl who had “rolled me for $84.” Mrs. Mable 
Montgomery surprised Harrison and attacked him 
with a mop. Harrison, who lost most of his clothes 
in the scuffle, shot Mrs. Montgomery in the arm, 
police said. 























Lad Steals 2 Autos; Balked In Airplane Theft 

A 15-year-old Arcola, Miss., boy stole two automo- 
biles and attempted to steal an airplane in a three- 
day crime wave that baffled police and highway 
patrolmen who ordered a county-wide alert. Police 
said the youth first stole a 1952 Packard and drove 
it around until it ran out of gas. He then picked 
up another 1952 Packard, drove it to a plantation 
where Dick Goodwin kept his private plane. The 
youth jumped into the plane, started the motor and 
attempted to take off, but the motor fizzled out. 
He then drove off in the car again, but was halted 
later by a police roadblock.

WEEK ( By Ann Petry 


© Since Ann Petry won acclaim with her first novel, 
The Street, which was adjudged one of 1946’s best novels, 
fans have been eagerly awaiting another offering which 
would shed even more light on her literary talents. This 
perhaps has been achieved in The Nar- 
rows (Houghton Mifflin, $3.95), her 
fourth book. For in this remarkable 
novel Miss Petry has created a work 
that has depth and dignity drawn 
from the simple elements of pathos, 
humor and frustration provoked by 
an illicit interracial love affair. 

@ Essentially, The Narrows is the hu- 
man story of Link Williams, a Dart- 
mouth-educated Negro, who strikes up 
Ann Petry a love affair with blonde, wealthy 
Camilla Treadway after rescuing her from a pursuer in 
The Narrows, a Harlem-like Negro ghetto in a New Eng- 
land town. Though Link does not discover that Camilla 
is already married until after months of secret rendez- 
vous in Monmouth and in a Harlem hotel, he continues 
to love her without an apparent solution to his dilemma. 
Finally, Camilla affords a way out. In a fit of temper, she 
accuses Link of attacking her, which leads to his arrest, 
newspaper scandal and ultimately to murder. 

6 As in her earlier novel, The Street, which dealt with 
conditions in Harlem, where she lived, Miss Petry has 
this time drawn upon her New England hometown for a 
familiar setting. Though she insists that the action takes 
place in “a little New England town about two hours 
drive from New York,” many residents of her hometown, 
Old Saybrook, Conn., will get an impression the novel is 
laid there. Withal, Miss Petry’s book is sure to evoke a lot 
of comment, but is certainly worth reading.—E.C.

This is an open letter to Baseball Czar Ford Frick, 
American League President Will Harridge, and Na- 
tional League President Warren Giles. 

Gentlemen: How would you like to witness a 
bloodless murder on one of your major league dia- 
monds? No mystery, and just a few moments sus- 
pense while an umpire-in-chief (probably Tom Gor- 
man) feels a pulse, a public address announcer 
inquires, “Is there a doctor in the house?”, and 
life ebbs slowly from the body of one of your top 
stars. Sure, today it sounds like hysteria. Tomor- 
row it may be a crime. 

The point is this: unless some positive action is 
taken to curb repeated dustings-off and bean- 
ballings of Negro players, there may come a day 
when a Campanella, a Minoso, or a Doby will hit 
the dirt and not arise. It may look good in print 
for vicious, prejudiced pitchers to deny that they 
are intentionally throwing at Negro hitters and to 
declare that “pitching is our bread, dusting off is a 
part of the game.” But there are cold-blooded 
facts which tend to prove that these pitchers are 
throwing with malice aforethought. 

The job of pitchers, gentlemen, is to get batters 
out—if they can. They are human, thus they err 
in their aim quite frequently. But this business of 
throwing at a man deliberately (and it’s being 
done) could be a disgrace to the National Pastime. 
You remember, I’m sure, the case of Cleveland’s 
Ray Chapman, killed in the ’20s by Carl Mays’ 
pitch. It could happen again, gentlemen, and a 
great pity it would be if it happened that you were 
sitting in your well-upholstered swivel chairs, look- 
ing the other way, when you could have been laying 
down some law.

Similarly, on the 
West Coast, curvesome dancer-singer Ada Leonard went 
over big at Los Angeles’ Club Alabam. 

Several big name stars and bands have also had book- 
ings in Negro clubs in recent years, among them singer 
Anita O’Day, Stan Getz, Herbie Fields, Charlie Ventura, 
Buddy Rich, Jack Teagarden and Gene Krupa. 

Oddly, while most white acts have been enthusiastically 
received at Negro clubs over the U.S., objections occasion- 
ally have been raised by bigoted whites and in at least 
one instance, punctuated with violence. Such was the 
case with Cleveland’s Towne Casino club, a black and tan 
nitery, which featured an all-white revue of female im- 
personators. After two mysterious bombings which oc- 
curred after closing hours, owners of the spot announced 
that they would continue operations, but a third bomb- 
ing, more violent than the two previous, forced them to 
change their minds. The club was closed down a few 
weeks ago with this terse announcement on the marquee: 
“Don’t bomb us. We Quit.”
